$1.60 Hour 
by 1968 Up 
to Johnson 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Legis- 


lation 
sending the minimum 


hourly wage to $1.60 in 1968 - 
above 
the 
government-recog- 


nized poverty income level — 
and extending coverage to eight 
million more workers awaits 
President Johnson's signature. 


The Senate approved the com- 


promise bill 55 to 38 Wednesday 
in almost exactly the form the 
President requested after re- 
jecting Republican efforts to 
send it back to House-Senate 
conference for watering down. 


Major provisions would: 
Increase 
the present $1.25 


minimum wage to $1,40 next 
Feb. 1 and to $1.60 a year later 
for nearly 30 million workers 
now 


Bring under the act for the 


first time non-Civil Service fed- 
eral government workers, some 
farm workers, nonteaching em- 
ployes 
of 
grade 
and high 


schools, and employes of hotels, 
motels, restairants, laundries, 
transit systems, colleges and 
universities. 


Broaden coverage to medium- 


size retail stores, bringing 1.5 
million additional workers un- 
der the wage and hour law. 


The $1.60 
minimum would 


bring to $3,328 the gross income 
of a covered employe working 
40 hours a week for a full year. 


That is slightly above the $3,. 


000 
which some government 


agencies consider the minimum 
an average family must earn to 
stay out of poverty. 


The present minimum wage 


yields $2,600 on an annual full- 
time basis. 


Chief sponsor Sen. Ralph W. 


Yarborough, D-Tex., called the 
bill the broadest expansion of 
the Minimum Wage Act since it 
was adopted in 1938. He said it 
would add $2 billion a year to 
purchasing power of low-income 
families. 


About 12 per cent of the 29.6 


million workers now covered by 
the act are estimated to be af- 
fected by the rise to $1.40 in 
February. About 18 per cent of 
those now covered earn less 
than the eventual $1.60 mini- 


mum. 


Most of the 8 million newly 


covered workers would begin 
with a $1 minimum next Feb. 1, 
The 
Labor Department esti- 


mates slightly more than 1 mil* 
lion of these now earn less than 
$1.

rights worker David Rusk be- 
lieves "black power" is a good 
concept. 


The son of Secretary of State 


Dean Rusk says the black pow- 
er movement is the logical re- 
sult of a severe decline in white 
support 
for the civil rights 


movement "at a time when the 
real work has just begun." 


Young Rusk, 25, No. 2 man In 


the Washington branch of the 
National Urban League, defines 
black power as the uniting of 
Negro masses in a "power ful- 
crum for change." 


Yet he abhors certain state- 


ments by such black power ad- 
vocates as Stokley Carmichael, 
chairman of the Student Nonvi- 
olent Coordinating Committee, 
who recently told a group of

"It's unfortunate," says Rusk, 


"that a basically good Idea has 
to be abused in this way," 


Rusk, who labors daily in the 


slums of the capital, dug into a 
second helping of cole slaw at. a 
cafeteria and, between mouth- 
fuls, offered this rationale fpif 
his position.
